Convention Site Is Aclutter 
With TV-Radio Marvels 


High-Speed Transmission 

Coordinating has become so 
complicated that the television 
networks have their own in¬ 
ternal “news services” to keep 
their people abreast of what 
the network is reporting. This 
is effected by a Teleprinter cir¬ 
cuit with a dozen to 30 out¬ 
lets. A special editorial staff 
puts on the circuit a minute- 
to-minute digest of staff re¬ 
ports. 

Newspapers and news maga¬ 
zines also are doing electronic 
pioneering. For Instance, The 
New York Times and Time 
magazine are using three Digi- 
tronics 1,000 - word - a - minute 
circuits to transmit copy from 
San Francisco to New York. On 
these, punched tape conveys 
symbols to a memory unit un¬ 
til a whole line of text has 
been accumulated. Then, 3,000 
miles away, the entire line is 
imprinted in a second. 

The New York Times is test¬ 
ing a portable variation of this. 
As a reporter tyoes, the sym¬ 
bols are recorded on a mag¬ 
netic tape. The tape is then 
plucked out of the typewriter 
and placed in a suitcase—size 
converter connected with an 
ordinary telephone. The sym¬ 
bols go onto the telephone 
line in high-speed beeps that 
are unscrambled miles away 
and imprinted at 500 words a 
minute. 
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500 Words 
Per Minute 
Sending Tested 


SAN FRANCISCO — HU — 
A portable transmitter for 
speeding news copy between 
San Francisco and New York 
at 400 to 500 words a minute 
is being tested at the Repub¬ 
lican national convention. 

The system was developed 
by Digitronics Corp., Albert¬ 
son, N. Y., for the N e w ? 
York Times. 

It attaches to a reporter’s 
typewriter and codes his sto¬ 
ry in magnetic tape. When 
the reporter is finished, he 
puts the tape cartridge in the 
transmitter, called data-ver- 
ter, and presses a button. 

A receiver in New York 
gets the coded story on 
punched paper* tape which is 
fed into a printer that trans¬ 
lates it back to original copy 
form. A transmission that 
would take at least 20 min¬ 
utes by teleprinter requires 
less than three minutes by 
the new system, said a Times 
spokesman. 
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
